Arnall Backs 12-Month Teacher Pay: 
‘Need Federal and More Local Aid

Promising to ask the state legis- 
lature to add a 12th month’s pay 
for teachers this school year, Gov. 
Arnall told the Georgia Education 
Association here last night that 
$120,000,000 could be made avail- 
eble for education in Georgia if 
the federal government and cities 
end counties would follow the 
s ate’s example in increasing aid 
for schools. 

His mention of the $120,000,000 
fizure—nearly four times what 
education is getting today—came 
shortly after the g-u 
passed resolutions asking for 


proximately $38,000,000 from the | 


state for common schools and the 
University System next year. 
TO SPEND 28 MILLION 

Gov. Arnall anticipated that the 
state would spend approximately 
$28,000,000 next year for educa- 
tion. But the federal government 
should participate in education, 
and the cities and counties should 
share a larger part of these ex- 
penses, he added. 

The cities of Georgia last year 
spent only $5,500,000 for educa- 
tion, and all Georgia’s counties 
combined spent only $5,200,000, 
the Governor reported. Under the 
new constitution, which permits 
local governments to increase their 
educational tax levie. to 15 mills, 
cities can spend $16,500,000 and 
counties can spend $15,500,000, if 
they desire, Arnall said. 


“It is obvious that even greater

announcement was made by J.

'SOS Lack 
Is Batfling 


To Navy 


MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 6.—(UP)— 
The Navy reports 27 men missing 
in one of America’s most myste 
rious air tragedies and has or. 
dered a 24-hour search by an air- 
craft carrier, other surface craft 
and hundreds of pla..es for a iarge 
patrol bomber and five smaller 
Navy aircraft that mysteriously 
disappeared late Wednesday. 

It was officially disclosed that 
five officers and eight enlisted 
men were aboard a mariner pa- 
trol bomber which reportedly 
crashed into the ea during a 
search mission for the other 
planes. 

Fourteen men were flying the 

five Avenger torpedo bombers 
that took off from the Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla., Naval Air Station on 
a routine flight and disappeared 
without a trace, without even a 
Signal of distress. 
_ After a fruitless day-long search, 
the Navy ordered a sharp lookout 
kept throughout the night in 
hopes that survivors may send up 
flares, either from the waters of 
the Atlantic or from the dismal 
Everglades. 

It was believed that all the 
ships disappeared over the ocean, 
but a land crash was not ruled out 
as a possibility. The search was 
perhaps the most extensive ever 
launched from the continental 
United States. 

The patrol bomber, one of three 
sent into the search, was officially 
listed by the Navy as “overdue.” 
the customary .procedure until 
wreckage or casualties are found. 
Earlier, the Coast Guard had re- 
ported the plane crashed and 
burned with a terrific explosion 
in Ponce de Leon inlet off Day- 
tona Beach. 

Officers worked late laying out 
flight plans for Friday over new 
areas of land and sea. 

The Navy confessed that it was 
completely baffled by the disap- 
pearance of tre Avengers, which 
were in command of a combat- 
trained flight leader. It was offi- 
cially suggested that high winds 
over the sea may have driven

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—(4)—The United States agreed Thurs- 
day to give war-shaken Britain a credit of $4,400,000,000, provided

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(P)—

Vivors of America’s worst troop- 


ship disaster of the war arrived 
Thursday aboard the Navy trans- 
port Gen. A. W. Greely. 

The Greely, which brought 3,- 
097 passengers from Calcutta, In- 
dia, had a rough Atlantic crossing, 
storm-lashed seas causing it to roll 
as much as 30 degrees at times. 

The naval disaster survivors 
Were personnel aboard the troop- 
Ship Rhona when it was sunk in 
the Mediterranean on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, 1943, with a loss of 1,145 
American soldiers. 

Another transport which put 
into port Thursday was the Navy 
troopship LeJeune, which carried 
4.564 returning servicemen, 25 ci- 
Vilians and 25 German scientsts. 
Authorities declined to give any 
information as to why the scien- 
tists were aboard and newsmen 
were not allowed to question them. 

The Greely and LeJeune were 
two of 10 transports, carrying 
about 12,300 servicemen, sched- 
uled to arrive in east coast ports 
Thursday. The Torrens, originally 
scheduled, was delayed until Fri- 
day. At least 23 others, bringing 
home 12,200 Pacific veterans, were 
due on the west coast.

It was four years ago today that the 
Japanese struck our fleet a devastating 
blow at Pearl Harbor, precipitating us 
into a war for which we were most ‘n- 
adequately prepared. ; 


The intervening quadrennium has seen 
the Axis routed on every front, submit- 
ting in the end to the unconditional sur- 
render terms which not a few Americans 
had held impossible to bring about. 


Although at great cost, we have won 
a great victory. How unthinkable, then, 
that we should fail to utilize it to the full- 
est; that, to put it tritely, having won 
the war, we should lose the peace. 


Yet there are ominous signs in the

The Pearl Harbor probe goes on, re- 
vealing nothing new, yet opening old 
wounds, stirring old hatreds, endeavoring 
to revile the memory of a man who—more 
than any other—was responsible, not for 
Pearl Harbor, but for the victory which 
followed it.

Let's Call the 
Legislature in Session 


Let’s ca!l a special session of the Georgia 
state legislature. 

: Despite the fact it meets in January to finish 
out the tag-end of the official session of a year ago, let it meet 
immediately to act on emergency housing for veterans. 

It would cost money. Yes. But special sessions have been held, 
at costs greater than would be the cost of this one now proposed. 
And for much less important causes. 

There is every reason for speed. 

I do not think the people generally realize the tragic, pitiful 
condition of thousands of persons in Georgia, veterans included. 
Nor do we realize all the implications of failure to remedy that 
condition. 

It is a national problem. 

The ultimate solution—enough housing—is years away, at least 
two years. 

The only action that can be taken now is emergency action. 
Atlanta acts, buying 100 trailers for the more than 1,600 veterans 
and their families now listed as in desperate need of housing. It 
is a good-will gesture, and not to be condemned, but it is just a 
gesture. 


: It. may be argued that there isn’t any- 
Readv-Made Housing thing the legislature can do about it. 

There is plenty it can do. 

The government has made available, through the Surplus 
Property Administration, all federal housing. It is earmarked for 
veterans. It has authorized federal agencies to turn over to state 
and local governments all surplus federal housing to rent to vet- 
erans. 

The order covers permanent and demountable housing and any 
further buildings that can be converted into housing. 

There are, in Georgia, great army camps now deserted or al- 
most so. At many of them there are officers’ quarters, warehouses, 
barracks and other buildings which plainly come under the new 
order. 

Obviously, for example, the local government at Hinesville does 
not need, and cannot swing, the expense and mechanics of the 
housing available there. 

At Camp Wheeler there are many demountable houses. 
may need all of them. 

There must be surplus federal housing at Benning. 

There are various Naval base establishments now being declared 
surplus or already surplus. 

The plain facts are that no one in Georgia knows how much 
housing is available. 

Let the legislature meet and set up official, legal means of ac- 
cepting what housing is available and distributing it according to 
need. Let this be done after a survey of housing which the govern- 
ment declares state governments may take for veterans’ housing. 

Let’s find out what we have. We have got, in the many federal 
camps, much housing material. 

The state could set aside state property for erecting barracks or 
portable housing. Let the state appropriate money for the building 
of water supply system and sewage. We have appropriated on a scale 
larger than would be required and for much less worthy causes. 
Local, county and municipal governments could assist. Perhaps we 
could divert or postpone other plans. 

The plans for expanding the Milledgeville plant need study, for 
example. The trend in other sections is away from great collections 
of large buildings to smaller institutions devoted to the cure, and 
return to society, of the various psychiatric groups. There may be 
reason to study the plan, which we all favor, to do something more 
for the mentally sick of Georgia. 

But let us take some of the new income and spend it on tem- 
porary housing for veterans—knowing full well that it is temporary 
but that it will have to be in use for a year or more. The veterans 
are worth it. 

The housing problem is becoming increasingly tragic; productive 
of illness, misery and discontent. 

I don’t think we realize, either, how fast disintegration of per- 
sonal and community life and soul can be brought about by this 
lack. 

Let’s have a special session,

He wanted to know why it was that our civic and re- 
ligious organizations could not face the reality of this problem. 

“I believe,” he said, “that if the churches and civic clubs would 
devote a Sunday afternoon to a house-to-house canvass that every 
veteran and his family could be housed. Not, perhaps, in entire 
comfort, but housed. There must be empty servant's quarters which 
could, with a little expense, be cleared of the grime of bajng left 
empty and conditioned for housing. There must be extra rooms 
that could be found.” 

He may be right. 

None can doubt, or refuse to face the fact, that a nation with 
6,000,000 families needing housing, is in real danger of moral and 
spiritual disintegration. 

Acflon—not words—is what we need. 

A special session of the legislature—a special city survey will be 
a starter. 

And a start must be made.

Potential Dynamite 
In Housing Shortage 


From all parts of the country come similar 
reports on the housing situation. The demand 
is overwhelming, the supply is practically non- 


existent. 

Thousands of families can find no place wherein to live, to create 
one of those American family units, a home, which we have been 
told, truthfully, constitutes the basic warp and woof of decent life 
and good citizenship. 

We consider the problem, first, in terms of the newly dis- 
charged, and wartime married, veteran of the armed services. The 
youth who married either on the eve of induction into the service, 
or during brief furlough, the youth whose bride has, perforce, lived 
during the war years with his parents or in her own old home, 
or who has lived lonely, in a one-room apartment, furnished room 
or boarding house. 

It seems to me that, considered in the light of human emotions, 
human demands and human pressures, there is more potential social 
dynamite in the housing scarcity than in any of the many problems 


we, as a nation, face. 

‘Some communities are trying, to the best of their 
Patchwor ability, to do something, anything, to relieve the 
situation. Here in Atlanta plans are made to bring in a hundred 
or more of the trailer homes which were used in some sections of 
population congestion due to war industry. 

Other cities have similar, or other, plans. All are good, as far 
as they go, but at best are only patchwork. They constitute a little 
repair work on the national roof over our heads which, actually, 
needs enlargement, extension and, in large areas, complete re- 
placement. 

Just what must be done is obvious. More houses must be built. 

How those houses are to be built is a more difficult problem. 


One that I can’t answer. 
~ There is no more discouraging item in the feared 
Inflation? coming of inflation than the housing situation. 

Because costs of material and of labor have advanced to such 
a point a decent, desirable home for a young family can’t be built 
to sell at a price within reach of the average income of the average 
young married man, be he discharged GI or not. 

I have talked with buiiders. First and foremost, of course, is 
the complaint they can’t find the material. They cite sash for 
windows and doors. They say there have been so many strikes 
in that industry such things just can’t be had. And you can't 
build a house without ’em. 

They cite scarcity o? brick, which they say can’t be found by 
the average home builder. Brick production, they say, is all des- 
tined for big industrial plants and commercial buildings, which 
can afford to pay prices with which the builder of little homes can’t 
compete. 

They cite labor costs, which in many lines essential to the builder 
have trebled, 

The upshot is that the house which, before the war, could be 
bought for, say, $5,000, with a down payment of $500, can’t be 
built and sold at a fair profit for less than $8,000. To make the 
situation worse, mortgage and loan companies, they argue, will only 
accept mortgage on approximately the old valuation, leaving it 
necessary to secure a down payment of $3,000. And more young 
married men lack that $3,000 than can pay it. 

But, going back to the roots, it is futile to discuss all these costs 
and financial problems, For, on any basis, the*houses just don’t 
exist, and the prospects for extensive building are not good. 


All of which spells inflation. For if a house 
What to Do? property that, before the war, was worth $5,000 
is today worth $8,000, that means eight dollars today are equal only 
to five prewar dollars. And it means that earnings to meet the 
higher cost of housing and of living have got to go up. 

Which, in turn, means further price increases for the goods made 
by people who get. those increased earnings. 

It is a problem. But, if it is not solved, without undue delay, 
something is going to give. For you can’t deny to thousands of 
voung people the basic right to a home of their own without creat- 
ing a human pressure which, if not eased, spells social explosion.

Harold Laski's Double-Talk 


It is seldom that one hears, from a supposedly intelligent man, 
the intellectual double-talk put out by Harold J. Laski, chairman 
— the British Labor party, in his address to the Nation Associates 

ee. v. 

Mr. Laski pled for the end of all secrecy regarding the atomic 
bomb; he said, “Every implication of this discovery means planned 
internationalism, and the end of national sovereignty.” ... “‘War,” 
he said, “is the outcome of the exercise by governments of unlim- 
ited sovereignty.” 

But in order that sovereignty should go, “the interests that sov- 
ereignty protects must be recognized as outmoded.” The source of 
national sovereignty, and war, is a “society dominated by business- 
men, .. free enterprise and the market economy mean war; social- 
ism and planned economy mean peace ... Naziism, in all its forms, 
is the culmination of a society built upon the anarchy of free 
enterprise.... 

“The businessmen have split our society in two—the political 
society and the economic society. They have made the policéman 
the sanction of the first and starvation the threat of the second.” 
And he deduces, “There is only one country in the world today 
where this dichotomy has been transcended” (The Soviet Union). 

: : (1) The leading exponent of its own 
Now, Wait a Minute! unlimited national sovereignty is the 
Soviet Union. From official leaders in the United States and 
Britain have come proposals ranging all the way from world fed- 
eration to international controls over atomic energy. On the day 
that Laski made his speech, Pravda sharply censored all proposals 
“to revise the UNO by limiting the national sovereignty of the 
great powers,” and in an official broadcast Moscow branded those 
who propose a world parliament as “Fascist.” 
British Labor's foreign minister, and Harold Stassen are “Fascists.” 

(2) The source of this war is not a “society dominated by free 
enterprise and a market economy” unless Laski agrees with Molo- 
tov’s contention on Oct. 31, 1939, during the Russo-German pact, 
that the aggressors were Britain and France. Nazi Germany was 
not dominated by businessmen, nor was it “in all its forms the 
culmination of a society built upon the anarchy of free enterprise.” 
Its economy was entirely subservient to the party-dominated state. 
The worker was subservient to the employer, the employer to the 
party, and the means of production were subservient to state aims. 
The “market economy” was abolished. Foreign trade was state- 
regulated and production was for “use.” 

(3) Mr. Laski’s description of the dichotomy (highbrow for “divi- 
sion into exclusive spheres’) between political and economic life 
in the western democracies is bunk. The worker has political repre- 
sentation through his vote, and economic representation through his 
trade union. That this economic representation is powerless is 
nonsense to anyone reading strike news. It is not only economically 
powerful but has been politically determinant here for 12 years, 
as it jis at present politically determinant in Great Britain. 

There are other ways, however, of solving a 


Other Ways dichotomy, in whieh the policeman is the sanc- 
tion of the first (political) and starvation the threat of the second 
(economic). 

One is the way of the Soviet Union and its satellites in which 
the executive of a party theocracy carries both the sanction of the 
policeman and the threat of starvation over everybody—worker, 
manager, intellectual, and scientist. The dichotomy was similarly 
resolved in those ancient despotisms where the tyrant governed 
politically and personally owned all instruments of production. That 
abolished any schism. All were slaves and all equal in their slavery. 

But Laski has his own dichotomy: Laski speaking as chairman 
of the British Labor party and speaking on his own. 

As chairman of the British Labor party (by the accident of 
seniority), Laski is fighting Moscow’s Communists in all European 
countries. He is campaigning against Democratic-Socialist mergers 
with the Communists—a process whereby the minority Communists 
invariably become the masters of the majority Socialists. 

According to whatever logic there is in Laski’s argument, only 
the Soviet Union, in which the dichotomy leading to war has been 
abolished should have the atomic bomb, and all national sovereign- 
ties should be abolished except that of the U. S. S. R. This is 
certainly not the view of the British Labor party. Laski is its 
dichotomy. Were it Communist or Russian, it would deal with the 
schism by banishing Laski to some equivalent of arctic Siberia. 
Being democratic, it will tolerate him for the length of his term, 
after which, if I read the signs aright, he will attempt to split it. 

Meanwhile, Laski has done his best to poison relations between 
Washington and London at the moment when financial relations 
are being considered by congress. He has handed our own nati¢n- 
alist-imperialists their best ammuntion.,

NEW YORK—The homeless war 
of other 
Americans who are camping in 
miserable crowded quarters in 
American cities and towns are suf- 
fering from the vicious greed of 
local plumbing and electrical con- 
tractors and manufacturers of 
building supplies and their dealers. 
It is a corrupt combination intend- 
ed to rob the builders, the renters 
and the purchasers of homes which 
now has become so grasping that 
new building, after more than five 


years’ of suspension except in 
emergency war communities, is in 
pathetic proportion to the tragic 
need. These merciless crooks are 
protected in their racket by town 


and city ordinances and building 
codes put through city councils 


| 


for no beneficial public purpose | 


and with hardly even a pretense of 
any other purpose than to expose 
the best class of our citizens, the 
home-makers and home-owners, to 
their legalized thievery. 


STARTLING as the statement 
may seem, there are many thous- 
ands of decent, public spirited 
plumbers and plumbing contrac- 
tors and electricians and electrical 
contractors in the United States 
who would be glad to give the 
people a square deal but can’t of- 
fer them economical bids because 
the racketeers have the power to 
“examine” them in written tests 
and deny them local licenses on 
the grounds of unfitness. The “‘ex- 
aminers” are the contractors who 
got in on the ground floor and the 
ordinances which require “exami- 
nations” and local licenses permit 
them to keep out all competition 
by deliberately flunking the new 
applicants. 

I HAVE a letter from a woman 
in a large Texas city presenting a 
typical example of this robbery. 


“My husband,” she writes, “was 
one of the best plumbers in Lin- 
coln, Nebraska. He decided to go 
into business here. After a long 
wait, he was ‘allowed’ to take the 
‘examination.’ It consisted of such 
questions as these: ‘What is air?’ 
‘What is water?’ ‘What would you 
do to get soft water?’ 

“To the last question he an- 
swered: ‘I would install a com- 
mercial water softener.’ 

“He was wrong. The answer 
was ‘dig a cistern and let the rain 
water run off the roof.’ 

“The city inspectér is in the 
Master Plumbers’ Association and 
the union business agent. They all 
advised my husband to go to work 
for an existing shop and they 
would require no license of any 
kind. Some of the old timers who 
came in under the ‘grandfather’ 
clause couldn't pass any examina- 
tion, and were frank in saying 
they would fight to keep out a 
new shop. The license fee is $I00, 
but even if a man could slip by 
‘examination’ he would be! 
hooked again because the supply 
houses have orders not to sell to. 
new men. With the excuse of war, 
shortages they are scalping the 
customers plenty. Nobody can 
challenge the rejection of appli- 
cants. They make me think of a 
bunch of pigs in a trough.” 


HERE IS ANOTHER letter from 
an important California city with 
a desperate housing situation: “I 
am the owner of a small electrical 
shop trying to get the right to 
work here. I have been an. elec- 
trician 20 years. Having opened 
a shop I can't get the necessary 
city license. I have taken the lo- 
cal examination several times but 
always have failed to satisfy the 
local board of electrical examin- 
ers that I am an electrician. The 
board consists of old-time local 
electrical contractors. According

But there is also evidence that 
Mr. Murray and some of the top 
leaders are not fully aware of the 
real public feeling at this time, 
the real support for some restrain- 
ing influence that would tend to 
restore balance. Mr. Truman's 
proposal that both sides come in 
and lay their cards on the table 
before impartial boards, when 
other means fail, undoubtedly will 
draw wide public support. 

Whether the CIO leadership’s 
present break with the President 
will have long-range political ef- 
fects cannot be forecast now. It 
will depend on the future trend 
of the Truman administration, 
whether labor can find anywhere 
else to go, and how much rank 
and file support the leaders can 
attract. It may be recalled that 
John L. Lewis twice went walk- 
ing off virtually by himself. 


THE EPISODE certainly will 
encourage elements within the Re- 
publican party friendly to labor 
to seek liberation of the party's 
policy. Some labor leaders advo- 
cate a third party, but that is peri- 
lous politically, though sometimes 
effective strategically over the 
long haul. 

The affair may prove healthy 
for labor in the long run, may 
point up that admonition, “Put 
not your faith in princes.” It 
may prod labor to set its own 
house in order and stand more on 
its own feet, to establish itself, 
basically, with the people, rather 
than depending on the whim of 
any one man in the White House.

The Citizens Committee appoint- 
ed by the July-August, 1945, grand 
jury and subsequently reappoint- 
ed by the September-October, 
1945, grand jury, is submitting to 
you a complete report of its find- 
ings. 

When this committee was ap- 
pointed, its investigation was de- 
layed for a considerable period 
because of the uncertainty as to 
whether it would be allowed com- 
pensation sufficient to defray its 
operating expenses. Assurance 
that it would receive this com- 
pensation was not given until Oc- 
tober 1, and it has not had suf- 
ficient time to investigate all mat- 
ters which it believes should be 
investigated. 

The work of 
could be continued for an indefi- 
nite period if it undertook to con- 
tinue its investigation of county 
affairs since matters revealing 
poor management and improper 
practices are being discovered by 
the committee even as this final 
report is being made. 


The committee has taken ap-| 
of | 


proximately 160,000 words 
sworn testimony and in addition 
has secured numerous affidavits 
and certified copies of records of 
the county. In addition, the com- 
mittee has conducted numerous 
interviews with individuals, and 
through all of this it has estab- 
lished facts (which are more 
fully set forth in the special re- 
ports submitted herewith) which 
show that the conduct of county 
affairs during the past few years, 
as well as subsequent thereto, has 
cost the taxpayers a very large 
sum of money, more than it should 
have cost. 

It is shown that a large amount 
of county funds has been illegally 
spent on development and im- 
provement of privately owned 
property since approval of the ex- 
penditures by the county commis- 
sioners has never been formally 
given. Little, if any, direct benefit 
accrued to the county as a whole 
as a result of these expenditures. 

The committee wishes to.sum- 
marize briefly the projects which 
are reported to you in greater de- 
tail in the special reports sub- 
mitted herewith in order to show 
some of the many ways in which 
county funds have been improp- 
erly and illegally spent, and in or- 
der to show the lax and ineffi- 
cient manner in which the busi- 
ness of Fulton county is being 
conducted. 

Your committee was appointed 
to investigate all county affairs, 
but more particularly the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, and for this 
reason this department received 
the major portion of our attention. 
The Department of Public Works 
spends approximately one-third 
(1/3) of every tax dollar collect- 
ed by Fulton county, and a sum- 
mary of our findings relative to 
this department follows: 

PUBLIC WORKS

Works is headed by A. A. Clarke, | 


who holds the title of warden and 
superintendent of public works. 
He is supposed to have charge of 
the Public Works Department, but 
the detailed reports indicate he is 
a department head in name only. 
A great amount of work done by 


been under the direction of Carl 
Mills, who is assistant superin- 
tendent, and much of the work is 


done without the knowledge of | 


Mr. Clarke. The general practice 
seems to be for Clarke or Mills 
to take orders from any of the 
commissioners, especially chair- 
man of the public works commit- 
tee. and to carry out these orders 
even though they would involve 
expenditure of county funds on 
work never approved by the board 
of commissioners. 

The practice also exists of coun- 
ty employes engaged in public 
works carrying out the directives 
of any commissioner who might 
appear on the scene of their ac- 
tivities with reference to any sort 
of work which he might desire to 
have done. The whole setup in the 
Puhlic Works Department lends 
itself to continual “buck passing” 
and in the final analysis, all of 
the commissioners and more par- 
ticularly the chairman of the pub- 
lic works committee, are responsi- 
ble for the improper conduct of 
this department. 

Specific projects illustrating the 
above facts follow: 
LOYVNONRBFRRY DRIVE 

This project, consisting of a 
road extending from Long Island 
drive to Powers Ferry road, has 
charged against it expenditures of 
$14.704.79 which have been made 
without approval of the board of 
commissioners. Part of this ex- 
penditure covers work done on a 
ritht of wav. deed to which hs 
never been accepted by _ the 
county. 

Werk involving a cogt of 
$7.340.23 on this project was or- 
dered by Commissioner Barrett, 
who was then chairman of public 
works. and a large part of this 
benefited directly, lots returned 
for taxes by-Mrs. Lucille Hayes, 
wife of Barrett’s law partner. 
Deed to Mrs. Hayes for these lots 
has never been recorded nor has 
a deed been recorded showing 
transfer of a lot to V. T. Fain,

CHURCHES AND CEMETERIES 
Notwithstanding a statement by 
Commissioner Hailey in February 
of this year that the county could 
not legally perform work on 
church property, this type of work 
is still being done. A total of 
$160,000 has been spent by the 
county on churches and church 
cemeteries from 1940 through Aug. 
31, 1945, and over $22,000 was 
spent during the period from Nov. 
1, 1944, to Sept. 1, 1945. An out- 


standing example is the Peachtree 
Road Methodist church, where 
the county has spent in excess of 
$8,403.27 from February, 1943, 
through July, 1945, and _ the 
Friendship church, located in 
south Fulton, where over $2,800 
Was spent, excluding cost of the 
stone used in building this church, 
which is not shown in the records, 
but which was supplied by the 
county. 

This large expenditure of pub- 
lic funds is admittedly illegal and 
violates the cherished and estab- 
lished principles of the separation 
of church and state and should be 
immediately discontinued.

It was found that the county has, 
for a number of years, been plac- 
ing “squee-gee” on the driveways 
of private homes, the work being 
done at the discretion and under 
the direction of Mr. Perkins. Un- 
der oath, Mr. Perkins stated that 
he could not recall the names of 
any individuals for Whom he had 
done this work, but he also stated 
he knew most of the residents of 
his community by their first names. 
He further stated that Mr. Clarke 


and the commissioners were 
aware of what he was doing and 
that nothing was said to him by 
his superiors relative to this work 
until about the time this commit- 
tee was appointed. He stated that 
at that time he received orders 
from Commissioner Hailey 
through Mr. Clarke to discontinue 
this type of work. No record of 
the cost of this work to Fulton 
county has been kept since any 
work done on property fronting a 
public road has been charged 
against that particular road. For 
this reason, it is impossible to de- 
termine how much of the county’s 
money has been spent on this type 
of work done on privately owned 
property. The amount must be 
considerable, however, since this 
practice has been followed for a 
‘number of years.

31, 1944, there were 566 prisoners 
and 267 camp employees.

ployes was 3.06 in 1939 and 2.11 in 
1944. 

Expenditures of the _ public 
works department, in round fig- 
ures, in 1944 amounted to $l1,- 
429,000. Of this amount, $69,000 
was spent for machinery, $29,000 
was paid to the city of Atlanta for 
sewer maintenance and $118,000 
paid to the city of Atlanta for pav- 
ing streets. Of the remaining $1,- 
213,000, a total of $701,000 or 57% 
was spent for salaries. The amount 
shown for machinery expendi- 
tures does not include $16,000 
spent from a special fund set up 
from the sale of machinery in 
1942. 

These figures as shown for the 
public works department do not in- 
clude the colored industrial farm, 
public buildings, the alms house, 
health and sanitary department, 
nor the parks department. -This 
is mentioned since these depart- 
ments are popularly supposed to 
come under the public works 
head. The cost in these depart- 
ments have, in the past six years, 
risen tremendously, and in the 
parks department salaries have in- 
creased from $23,000 in 1939 to 
$73,000 in 1944. Salaries at the 
alms house have increased from 
$8.600 in 1939 to $14,600 in 1944, 
and salaries at the colored indus- 
trial farm have increased from 
$33,000 in 1939 to $47,000 in 194+. 
COMMENT 

All of the above mentioned proj- 
ects involved the use of convict 
labor for work on private prop- 
erty which is in violation of Geor- 
gia statutes. The projects reported 
are indicative of the use of county 
funds for a favored few to the 
detriment of the majority of tax- 
payers of Fulton county, and of 
the use of county materials and 
convict labor to curry political 
favor. Such actions are admittedly 
as old as our commission form 
of government and have been tol- 
erated as an established custom. 
Such actions are reprehensible and 
should be condemned and no iong- 
er tolerated by the citizens of Ful- 
ton county.

used cars in county business to 
furnish their own automobile and 
compensated. them for their use 
on a mileage basis.

The general attitude 
county employes with regards to 
mileage turned in for reimburse- 
ment is that they are entitled to 
transportation to and from work. 
Nearly all of those questioned as- 
serted that they began work at 
the time they left their home and 
frequently performed duties be- 
tween the courthouse and their 
homes during the evening. A 
striking example of this is Mr. 
C, M. Manning, of the probation 
office, who charges approximately 
1,600 miles each month traveling 
to and from Alpharetta. Another 
abuse of mileage reimbursement 
on the part of county employes is 
the flagrant failure to show any 
or a very small amount of per- 
sonal mileage. Two of our elected 
officials, J. M. George, marshal 
of the civil court of Fulton county, 
and Sheriff A. B. Foster showed 
no personal mileage for a period 
of several months. This is also 
true of other county employes. 
Mr. Al Martin, who is in charge 
of mileage payments can do no 
more than check the figures sub- 
mitted to him by the employes. 
The committee believes that the 
commissioners should make pe- 
riodic checks of the mileage be- 
ing reported and call on the vari- 
ous department heads to exercise 
a closer control over the employes. 

Flat allowances for the use of 
automobiles vary from $15 to $50, 
and many of these allowances are 
given to office employes. On the 
basis of $50 a month flat allow- 
ances, an employe would have to 
drive 1,000 miles on county busi- 
ness during a month to justify the 
payment at the rate of 5c a mile. 
This is equivalent to approximate- 
ly 40 miles per day for each work- 
ing day, and it is needless to com- 
ment on the fact that an employe 
whose main duties consist of office 
and clerical work does not use a 
car for county business to this 
extent. 
| If employes are required to use 
|their personal automobiles for 
| county business then they should 
be reimbursed according to the 
adopted formula and no differen- 
tial made as to the method and 
amount allowed. The number of 
cars on which mileage is paid can 
be substantially reduced by elim- 
inating those who are receiving 
allowances to which they are not 
entitled. 

County commissioners are paid 
a flat allowance of $35 per month 
and in addition secure their re- 
| pairs and gas and oi] at the ex- 
| pense of the county. The flat al- 
_lowance of $35 is supposed to com- 
pensate the commissioners for de. 
preciation and tires. Despite this 
fact, there was paid for by the 
‘county during 1945 an amount of 


Commissioner Hailey’s car, and in 
1945 $17.50 was paid for seat 
covers. 

Commissioner Brown has never 
drawn any car allowance from the 
county and there is no record of 
his having charged gasoline to the 
county or having had any repair 
work done at the county garage. 
Commissioner Hailey, at his re- 
quest, was recorded as voting 
“No” on the resolution providing 
|for payment of the flat allowance 
and then waited a period of nine- 
teen (19) months and drew an 
allowance totaling $665.00. The 
total cost to the county for the 
operation of the four commission- 
ers’ cars for the two-year period 
ending October, 1945, is as fol- 
lows:

The civil court of Fulton county 
was set up as an inferior court 
to handle civil cases within cer- | 
tain limits with regards to the 
amount involved.

4,000 in need of housing facilities. 
The 100 trailers which will be 
moved to Atlanta from Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., under a city council appro- 
priation of $60,000, in an attempt 
to care for these ex-servicemen 


will, admittedly, be “only a drop 
in the bucket.” 

Atlanta authorities are confront- 
ed with a recurring question: Why 
can’t housing units be constructed 
right away to meet this pressing 
need, on the same basis that they 
were provided for war workers 
in such places as Marietta and 
Oak Ridge? 

The answer, both as regards 
public and private construction, 
concerns two. shortages — funds 
and materials. 

“We've got the labor and the 
know-how—but we can’t get the 
materials!” 

That’s the answer for private 
construction, according to L. J. 
Boggs, national director of the 
Home Builders’ Association of the 
United States. The Atlantan, who 
also is in the construction busi- 
ness locally, has been invited to 
attend a Washington (D. C.) con- 
ference called by John B. Bland- 
ford, national housing administra- 
tor, in an attempt to clear ob- 
stacles delaying quantity home 
production. 

MATERIAL SHORTAGES 


Shortages of bricks, doors, win- 
dows, flooring, nails, plumbing 
items—in fact, evorything except 
rough framing materials—is the 
bottleneck holding up Atlanta’s 
private construction, Boggs said. 

“T would start a hundred houses 
in the next two weeks if I could 
only get materials,” Boggs said, 
citing the fact that eight of his 
houses now stand waiting for 
plumbing, 12 others for doors and 
windows. 

Rising costs are considered by 
Therrell, of the Atlanta Housing 
Authority, a factor in slowness in 
development of private construc- 
tion. The director cited the fact 
that bids in a recent project dis- 
closed a rise of 76 per cent since 
1939. 

“The National Housing Author- 
ity is authorized by the govern- 
ment to provide housing for vet- 
erans—but to date they haven't 
given us funds to do it with,” 


NHA’s Walker said. He pointed 
out that during the war period 
only the minimum of housing nec- 
essary to provide shelter for in- 
coming war workers was allowed 
by the War Production Board, and 
except for private and _ public 
housing projects of that nature, 
few residences were constructed 
in Atlanta.

Birmingham 
Air Base 
Aids Housing 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—()— 
The National Housing Agency has 
approved an arrangement under 


which barracks and houses at the 
Birmingham Army Air Base will 
be leased to the city of Birming- 
ham for conversion into 300 fam- 
ily units to be rented to World 
War II veterans. 

Sen. Hill, Democrat, Alabama, 
said Thursday he had been ad- 
vised of NHA’s approval by Di- 
rector John B. Blanford. 

Under plans outlined to the 
congressman the city will convert 
the barracks and houses into 
family units by installing parti- 
tions, plumbing and equipment. 
Hill said the work could begin 
“almost immediately.” 

Plans for the conversion were 
drafted by the Atlanta office of 
the Federal Public Housing Au- 
thority. 

Clarence N. Walker, NHA’s re- 
gional representative in Atlanta, 
“ said that there was “small like- 
slihood” of Atlanta veterans be- 
ing housed in barracks or other 
Army installations similar to the 
Birmingham plan. 

“There has been some talk of 
utilizing Fort McPherson units, 
but NHA has taken no action 
on such conversion plans in 
Georgia,” Walker said.

At least one vet- 
eran, who received his guaranty 
in October, about five weeks after 
application, is “at a standstill” 
awaiting materials. 

C. B. Sandiford, of the Atlanta 
Federal Savings & Loan Associa- 
tion, himself a World War II vet- 
eran, handles GI loans at this in- 
stitution and reported that within 
the past year his bank approved 
1,000 such loans. The applications 
were about equally divided be- 
tween proposed and existing con- 
struction. Many loans are turned 
down, he said, because of too low 
appraisals or because the veteran 
is seeking to pay more for his 
future home “than his income can 
stand.”

These countries have been put- 
ting all the American dollars they 
obtain into a pool, from which 
they can draw amounts limited 
by quotas. 

Released from their quotas and 
the pool, each country would be 
able to spend its dollars immedi- 
ately in this country, thus provid- 
ing additional markets. 

The new loan agreement made 
no mention of Britain’s World 
War I debt, part of which is un- 
paid. It did specify that Britain 
would use none of the loan to pay 
off debts owed to other countries.

Young Rickey Chilled Rickey Jr., who recently made a 
statement to the effect that southern ball players soon might be 
going back to the mills, is getting quite a chill from the represent- 


atives of the many baseball leagues here from 
Dixie. 

It may be recalled that young Rickey, upon 
the signing by Montreal, of Jackie Robinson, 
said that “I realize the possible results of this. 
If any ball players decide to leave a club be 
cause of the presence of a Negro they will be 
back after a year or two in the mills.” 

Southern baseball people had no objections 
about the signing of Robinson, who was an All- 
America back for University of California, at 
Los Angeles, the school that Georgia racked up 
in the Rose Bow], 9 to 0. The objection was to 
the way Rickey made his statement. And he 


wasn’t smiling when he said it. 

However, we understand that Branch Sr., also took hearty 
objection to the statement. “‘Why did you have to say a 
thing like that?” the old man demanded. “You handled the 
rest of the situation fine.” 

Maurice Bloch, from Selma, Ala., president of the Selma Clover- 
leafs and Southeastern League front man for the Pittsburgh Pirates, 
had an interesting observation to make. 

“They erected a monument to the boll weevil in Enterprise, 
Ala.,.” Bloch pointed out. “Now I suggest that Father Divine 
be instructed to take up funds and erect a monument to the 
Rickeys in Harlem.” 

As we say, southern representatives have no real concern in the 
matter of Montreal having signed Robinson, who was a good col- 
lege athlete. But they can’t take any inference by Rickey that boys 
like Cecil Travis, Johnny Rucker, Luke Appling, Wally Moses, 
Johnny Mize, and so on, are mill hands. Not that there is anything 
wrong with being a mill hand. It’s just that the statement apparent- 
ly was an effort to be insulting. 

We can’t understand why young Rickey tries to be difficult 


when, with a little more effort, he might be impossible.

Pants Rowland, president of the Coast League, has been leading 
the cheers for the third major league, arguing that the territory, 
the interest and the wealth of the Pacific coast baseball towns is 
mot exceeded anywhere. 

We sincerely hope that the Coast League becomes major , 
league, for it will mean that Jo Jo White, of Sacramento, will 
realize his ambition to be a 10-year man in the majors. He 
is only a year away from it, having served nine in the National 
and American Leagues. 

It was recalled here that White, who led the Coast League bat- 
ting last season, having enjoyed one of his best years in baseball, 
always could hit one American League pitcher as if he owned him.
